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A  Debt-Free  Alumni  House 

The  most  pleasant  privilege  of  my  administration  as  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association  is  to  report  to  you  that  through 
your  efforts  the  debt  on  the  Alumni  House  has  been  completely 
wiped  out.  The  final  payment  of  $1000.00  was  made  this  month 
through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  Sidney  A.  Slater  M'09  of  Worth- 
ington,   Minnesota. 

Most  of  you  will  remember  that  the  Alumni  House  was  pur- 
chased in  1947  as  a  memorial  to  all  MCV  graduates  who  have 
lost  their  lives  in  defense  of  their  country.  It  also  now  stands 
as  a  memorial  to  the  group  of  indefatigable  alumni  who  saw 
the  necessity  for  the  association's  having  a  permanent  home 
and  who  continued  to  work  until  their  vision  became  a  useful 
reality. 

Built  by  Socrates  Maupin,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  the  house  passed  into  the  Maury  family 
when  Dr.  Maupin  joined  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia. It  was  in  this  house  at  1105  East  Clay  Street  that  Matthew 
Fontaine  Maury,  the  Pathfinder  of  the  Seas,  was  visiting  when 
he  invented  the  submarine  torpedo,  and  because  of  this,  the 
house  is  designated  by  the  City  of  Richmond  as  a  historical 
shrine. 

When  the  Alumni  Association  bought  the  building,  it  needed 
to  be  completely  renovated,  which  brought  the  total  cost  of  the 
House  to  $63,000.00.  When  the  financing  became  precarious, 
five  alumni.  Dr.  Donald  S.  Daniel  M'24,  Dr.  Waverly  R.  Payne 
M'23,  E.  Claiborne  Robins  P'33,  Dr.  J.  Asa  Shield  M'26,  and 
Dr.  H.  Hudnall  Ware,  Jr.  M'24  signed  a  personal  note  to 
enable  the  Association  to  procure  funds  to  complete  the  neces- 
sary remodelling.  Later  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  as- 
sumed a  $30,000.00  mortgage. 

It  is  impossible  to  list  in  this  space  the  individuals,  groups, 
and  pharmaceutical  houses  which  have  made  a  permanent  home 
for  the  Alumni  Association  possible.  It  is  well  known  that  the 
greatest  benefactor  has  been  the  A.  H.  Robins  Co.,  whose  presi- 
dent, E.  Claiborne  Robins,  has  given  not  only  large  sums  of 
money,  but  time  and  energy  to  this  project.  Dr.  Henry  G. 
Langston  M'21  of  Danville  and  Dr.  Slater,  who  made  the  final 
payment  on  the  note,  and  the  Charles  C.  Haskell  Co.  are  also 
among  the  benefactors. 

But  to  every  alumnus  who  has  supported  the  building  fund, 
either  through  paying  dues  to  the  Association,  contributing 
directly  to  the  fund,  or  conducting  campaigns  among  chapter 
members,  the  Alumni  Association  wishes  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation. We  wish  that  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  this  effort 
could  be  present  at  the  Reunion  on  May  30,  when  the  note- 
burning  ceremony  will  be  held. 

All  of  the  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  can 
take  great  pride  in  their  Alumni  House,  the  results  of  coopera- 
tive effort.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Association  that  it  be  increas- 
ingly useful  to  the  alumni,  to  the  students,  to  the  college.  We 
invite  you  to  take  advantage  of  its  facilities,  and  we  invite  your 
suggestions  about  how  it  can  become  a  more  integral  part  of 
the  life  of  every  MCV  graduate.
